W ashington. July 30.— The navy de­ 
partm ent has received a cablegram 
from C om m ander McCrea of the gun­ 
boat Machias lying at Cape Haytien, 
giving the inform ation th at he had ta ­ 
ken the foreign consuls stationed in 
H ayti on board for their protection 
during the present disturbed condition 
of things on the island, and had served 
notice 
upon 
the 
Haytien 
gunboat 
alongshore th at a bom bardm ent of the 
city without due notice to n m-eom- 
batants would not be perm ute i. 
The state departm ent has flu hesita­ 
tion in fully approving the energetic 
and sufficient action of Comm ander 
McCrea in taking > are of the foreign 
consuls and in preventing a bom bard­ 
m ent without w arning 
The American 
and foreign interests in Cap** H aytien 
are large, and an American captain is 
required by the unw ritten law to look 
after the life and property o» other 
foreign residents as well as Americans 
in such cases. 
It is said that the rules 
of international law, as well as the dic­ 
tates of hum anity require th at proper 
notice be given before a bom bardm ent 
In order that women, children and non- 
com batants may leave the 
own and 
ta rry off th eir personal belongings. 
The navy dep artm en t feels ti at the 
Machias is sufficiently large for the 
work at hand at this point, D ough if 
there were more such small Vmerican 
gunboats in the gulf and Caribbean 
sea. a quieting and restraining influ­ 
ence would be exerted over th f*se fre­ 
quent rebellious outbreaks, involving 
violations of the rules of w ar and great 
suffering. 
However, there is n > naval 
vessel save those nvw actually e n ­ 
gaged In such service as the Machias 
w ithin 1.800 miles of the various seats 
of trouble in C entral and South Amer­ 
ica and the W est Indies. The Machias 
is a vessel of 1.177 tons, carrying eight 
4-inch rapid-fire guns and a n o w of 
eleven officers and 143 men 
While 
not m any men could be spared for a 
landing party, the vessel un loubtedly 
could lie In the anchorage aud cover 
the town with her guns. 
It Is not be­

ger of an attack upon her by any of
